Won a Trip to England 



rPHIS window won first honors in a window deco- 
rating contest conducted by Lever Brothers, 
Limited, in Canada. It was installed by J. J. Noad 
of Toronto and won a trip to England. The con- 
test attracted 3,000 entries. For a window measur- 
ing 8 feet long by 6 feet high by 8^ feet wide, the 
following materials were required: 

6 folds No. 33 purple crepe paper 
6 folds No. 21 heliotrope crepe paper 
6 folds No. 22 violet crepe paper 
4 folds No. 42 Nile green crepe paper 
3 folds No. 11 white crepe paper 

Approximate cost, $3.50 

Instructions for Installation: 

Step 1 . Across the top of the background hang 
a curtain of fringe, alternating 20-inch strips of 
heliotrope crepe paper with 20-inch strips of purple. 

Step 2. Make a frame of laths or narrow wood 
strips and cover it with purple crepe paper. Place 
this in the center of the background and on each 
side of it extend from the floor drapes of violet crepe 
paper and Nile green crepe paper, bringing them to 
a point at the upper corners of the center panel. 


Finish the center panel with a border of wide fluted 
crepe strips and in the center use a narrow tube. In 
the two upper corners use two large rosettes and on 
each side of the panel toward the center use two 
smaller rosettes of heliotrope crepe paper. 

Step 3. On each side of the window extend from 
the base to the upper corners drapes in the follow- 
ing order: heliotrope, violet and purple, the lightest 
color near the center and the darkest next to the 
side of the window. 

Step 4. Cover the base or bottom of the window 
with purple crepe paper, and across the front of the 
window next to the glass use a narrow strip of white 
crepe. 

Step 5. Across the top of the window back- 
ground install a fringed curtain of Nile green crepe 
paper which has been trimmed, as shown in the 
photograph. 

Step 6. At the top of the window, next the glass, 
install a narrow valance of violet crepe paper, the 
bottom of which has been ruffled. 

The large fluffy rosettes in this window convey 
the impression of soap-suds and foam.

WINDOW 1 — OPEN 
BACKGROUND 
This window was 8 feet long by 
6 feet high by 3^ feet wide and 
these materials were required: 

1 fold No. 414 pink rose valance design 

decorated crepe 

2 folds No. 44 grass green crepe 

3 folds No. 42 Nile green crepe 


Approximate cost, $1.10 


Instructions for Installation: 

Step 1 . Across the top of the background extend 
a curtain of Nile green fringe, trimming it to the 
pattern shown. 

Step 2. On each side of the background extend 
narrow vertical borders which have been cut from a 
fold of decorated crepe paper. 

Step 3. Across the top of the background tack a 
decorated strip cut from a fold of decorated crepe 
paper. 

Step 4. Cover the base of the window with grass 
green crepe, and edge the margins of the base back- 
ground and sides with tubes of Nile green crepe, 
finishing the corners with rosettes of the same mate- 
rial. 


Instructions for Installation: 

Step 1 . Cover background with Nile green crepe 
paper. 

Step 2. On each side of the background install a 
panel of American beauty crepe 20 inches wide and 
about 48 inches long. Frame these two panels with 
narrow floral border that has been cut from a fold 
of decorated crepe. 

Step 3. Across the top of the background extend 
the decorated valance which has been cut from a 
fold of decorated crepe. 

Step 4. Cover the base of the window with grass 
green crepe. Edge the margins of the base, back- 
ground and sides with tubes of Nile green crepe and 
finish the corners with rosettes of American Beauty 
crepe.

r PHE colors and design of this window combine to 
produce an effect of light and airy coolness so 
welcome during the summer months. A window 8 
feet by 6 feet by 3^ feet required: 

1 fold decorated crepe No. 415, butterfly and floral design 

2 folds No. 41 Nile green crepe paper 

2 folds No. 44 grass green crepe 

2 folds No. 33 dark blush pink crepe 

Approximate cost, $1.25 

Instructions for Installation: 

Step 1 . In the center of the background install a 
butterfly and floral wreath design panel of decorated 
crepe. 

Step 2. On each side of the central panel install 
a drape of Nile green crepe which has been edged on 
the outside with a tube of dark blush pink crepe. 

Step 3. To each side of the background affix a 
narrow floral panel which has been cut from a fold 
of decorated crepe No. 415, and edge it with drapes 


of Nile green. Finish the outside of the drapes with 
tubes of dark blush pink. 

Step 4. Across the top of the background extend 
a valance of dark blush pink crepe paper in a 
fringed drape effect. 

Step 5 . Cover the base of the window with grass 
green crepe and finish the margins of the base back- 
ground and sides with tubes of dark blush pink, and 
in the corners use rosettes of the same material.

A WINDOW measuring 8 feet long by 6 feet high 
by 3^ feet wide required the following 
materials: 

1 fold decorated crepe No. 393, floral design 
4 folds crepe No. 60, primrose 
6 folds crepe No. 54, French blue 
\ fold crepe No. 44, grass green 

Approximate cost, $1.90 


Instructions for Installation: 

Step 1. Cut the primrose crepe and the French 
blue crepe into strips 4 inches wide and 10 feet long. 
Tack the French blue strips across the top of the 
background, side by side, so that a row of four-inch 
strips extends from the top to the bottom. Then, on 
one side of the background, tack a row of primrose 
crepe strips. Next tack the ends of the French 
blue strips fast to the bottom of the base, being 
careful to leave a space for the decorator to leave 
the window, the last strips of which can be finished 
from the outside of the window. Then, starting 
with the top primrose strip, weave it under the first 
French blue strip and over the second, and so on, 


tacking the primrose strip fast when the side of the 
window is reached. Continue this procedure until 
the background is completed as shown. 



Step 2. Across the top of the background extend 
the fold of floral design decorated crepe and finish 
the bottom with a tube of grass green crepe paper. 

Step 3. Cover the base of the window with 
French blue crepe paper, and edge the margins of the 
base, background and sides with tubes of grass green 
crepe paper. Finish the corners with rosettes of 
French blue.

June Bride Window 



H ERE is an attractive suggestion for a bridal 
window that is well adapted for an open or an 
enclosed background. Materials required: 

6 folds No. 31 light pink crepe 
4 folds No. 11 white crepe 
6 streamers No. 411 white 
6 streamers No. 431 pink 
3 tucked streamers No. 531 pink 
2 tucked streamers No. 511 white 

Approximate cost, $3.25 

Instructions for Installation : 

Step 1 . Divide the background into three parts 
with two very wide tubes of white crepe. Across the 
central portion of the top of the background extend 
a shallow curtain of pink fringe. The two end parts 
of the background at the top are decorated with 
alternate streamers of pink and white trimmed in 
inverted “V” shape. At the bottom of each short 
streamer is pinned a small rosette of the same color. 

Step 2. Alternate streamers of pink and white 
crepe are tacked to the top of the front of the win- 
dow next to the glass. To the bottom of each of 
these streamers is pinned a small bell, white bells on 
pink streamers, pink bells on white streamers. 

Step 3. Cover the bottom of the window with 
white crepe. 

Step 4. The centerpiece is made of a wire frame 
covered with white crepe, and decorated with pink 


and white crepe paper. The large bell in the center 
is of white crepe on a wire frame. 

Step 5. The tubes are of pink crepe and the 
rosettes of white crepe. If desired pedestals may 
carry out the treatment with pink and white fringe. 
The small “posts” in the foreground are mailing 
tubes covered with white crepe, connected by 
braided pink crepe with white rosettes.

'X'HE following material was required to decorate 
a window 8 feet long by 6 feet high by 3^ feet 
wide. 

4 folds No. 11 white crepe 
3 folds No. 52 national blue crepe 
2 folds No. 81 red crepe 

1 fold No. P 558 eagle and drape, red, white and blue deco- 
rated crepe 

Approximate coat, SI. 75 

Instructions for Installation: 

Step 1 . In the center of the background install a 
waved panel of white crepe edged with tubes of 
national blue crepe. Beyond this on each side 


install drapes of red, white and blue, the outside 
edged with a narrow tube of white. 

Step 2. On each side of the background hang a 
narrow curtain of white crepe fringe. 

Step 3. Across the top of the background extend 
a valance cut from the eagle and drape decorated 
crepe, No. P 558. 

Step 4. Cover the base of the window with 
national blue crepe. 

Step 5. On each side of the window install a 
series of white crepe tubes arranged in fan shape. 

Step 6. Finish the margins of the base back- 
ground and sides with tubes of red crepe, and in the 
corners use white crepe rosettes. 


T^ISCOUNTS may mean much to a retail mer- 
chant, but to the average consumer they do not 
mean anything. He is interested in price, but not in 
lists and discounts. 

Recently a clothing store window was noticed in 
which about a dozen suits of clothes were shown. 
The suits seemed to be of good quality; they were 
well displayed, and each bore a plainly lettered price 
card. There was a crowd in front of the window and 
a similar crowd of buyers inside the store. Unques- 
tionably the sale was a success. 

Almost directly across the street was another 
clothing store and again the suits on display were of 
good material and well tailored. Likewise each suit 


carried a plainly lettered card, but no prices were 
given. Instead the card said, “Special sale — 15 per 
cent discount.” 

People stopped in front of the window, lingered a 
moment, then passed on. Inside there were few 
buyers. Fifteen per cent discount made no impres- 
sion upon the passer-by, except perhaps to make 
him wonder what it really meant. 

A window display is like a salesman, and no 
salesman can sell successfully unless he talks the 
language of the buyer. It is poor business to talk 
discounts to people who are accustomed to having 
their figuring done for them. Besides, a discount 
without a list is as meaningless as a key without a 
lock.

2 folds No. 375 Wistaria design decorated crepe paper, 

3 folds No. 42 Nile green crepe paper, 

4 folds No. 44 grass green crepe paper. 

Approximate cost, $2.90 

Instructions for Installation: 

Step 1 . Cover the background and side of the window 
with a net of Nile green crepe paper. 

On each side of the background install 
waved panels of grass green crepe paper.

Across the bottom of the background and side 
extend a fold of No. 364, old-fashioned garden design crepe 
paper, the upper part of which has been cut away to make 
the flowers stand out in relief. 

Step 5. Across the top of the background extend wistaria 
design decorated crepe paper No. 375 the white part of which 
has been cut away as far as possible to make the wistaria 
blossoms stand out. 

Step 6. Cover the base or bottom of the window with 
grass green crepe paper which has been waved. 

Step 7. Now form the well effect by covering a large 
cylinder of cardboard with decorated crepe paper No. 389 
stonewall design. The well is constructed of two uprights 
joined by the windlass to which the bucket rope is attached. 
The roof of the well covering is of cardboard which has been 
covered with leaf green crepe paper as have the uprights and 
the windlass.
